Sierra Madre Joins In 
Yes Vote For School Bonds 


The Sierra plant has been operating without inter¬ 
ruption, on a reduced schedule. The firm supplies 
various military contract items, together with the com¬ 
mercial products for which it is known around the 
world, and will continue filling these requirements. 

Directors of the company have under current con¬ 
sideration a definite program to carry on the suc¬ 
cessful growth of the past several years. Details will 
be released shortly. 


Sierra Madre’s total vote for the 5 million dollar school 
bond issue was considerably stronger in the yes column 
than the balance of the district, with the local voters 
going to the polls totaling 
1600, and the yes vote being 
1224 and the no vote being 
376 gave a percentage of 77 
percent for its passage. 

The district as a whole 
gave a 73 percent passage 
in a total vote of 32,797, in¬ 
cluding absentees, for a to¬ 
tal of 23,948 yes and 8,849 
no. A requirement for its 
passage was 66 2/3 percent 
of the votes cast.

dre. Miceli, 56, is a machin¬ 
ist. 

"Attorney Whalen stated 
that the defendant was 
charged with perjury before 
a Federal Grand Jury. 

"The defendant appeared 
before the jury and under 
oath denied he carried $25,- 
000 in currency in the com¬ 
pany of Anthony Pinelli into 
First Western Bank, Sierra 
Madre Branch, in May of 
1958. 

"The arrest was made by 
special agents of the Inter¬ 
nal Revenue Service, Intelli¬ 
gence Service. 

"Bail was set at $500. It 
is expected that the defend¬ 
ant will be arraigned before 
Judge Herman Clarke. 

“Maximum penalty for the 
offence charged is a fine of 
not more than $2,000 or im¬ 
prisonment of not more than 
five years, or both.”

Barney Yunck, local Realtor and co-owner of the 
Sierra Madre Townhouse Apartments, announced today his 
resignation as chairman of the Water Rates Committee 
of the Sierra Madre Cham¬ 
ber of Commerce. 

In a letter to President 
John Curtis, Yunck cited the 
sharp rebuke he received 
from Mayor Sorensen as he 
appeared before the City 
Council Tuesday evening 
with the study report of the 
Water Rates Committee. 

Mayor Sorensen had stated 
he felt the committee suf¬ 
fered from “conflict of in¬ 
terest” as all members were 
in some way connected with 
apartment houses in Sierra 
Madre. 

Yunck said he felt the im¬ 
portant work of the commit¬ 
tee would be handicapped 
by his continued presence in 
the face of Mayor Sorensen’s 
position. Further, he urged 
President Curtis to appoint 
someone “whose integrity 
would not be questioned.” 

The Report of the Water 


Rates Committee compared 
rates and billing practices in 
Sierra Madre vidth those of 
Arcadia, Pasadena, East 
Pasadena and Altadena. The 
report was strongly critical 
of the practice, unique in 
Sierra Madre, of charging a 
minimum meter charge on 
each apartment in a build¬ 
ing though all apartments 
be serviced through one 
meter.

Penalizing Success 


With a tax system such as the income tax of the 
federal and state governments, one would think these 
governments would welcome private citienzs with enough 
nerve to risk their savings in enterprises that if profitable 
immediately become subject to a punitive tax for being 
successful. 

But such is not the case, particularly with the federal 
government which is constantly extending its competition 
with taxpaying citizens and industry on which it depends 
for its revenue — for example, its unnecessary use of tax 
revenue to promote and build tax-exempt power systems, 
misnamed public power plants. 

Such plants are not nearly so publicly-owned as tax- 
paying investor-owned private enterprises in which mil¬ 
lions of people have put their savings. These companies 
are first taxed 52 per cent on their net earnings. Then 
the investor is taxed again on any dividend he gets. 

These taxes are used to help pay for the federal sys¬ 
tems which are tax exempt and called public plants. 'Fhey 
can cut rates for privileged customers because they pay 
no taxes, but the general taxpayer must pay higher taxes 
to make up for the taxes that would have otherwise been 
generated by taxpaying power production. 

The people will never get real relief until they turn 
thumbs down on political projects that kill private enter¬ 
prise, and thereby build toward a socialistic form of gov¬ 
ernment from which we are spending billions to protect 
ourselves.

A New Kind of Inflation 


When a pharmaceutical company, after exhaustive 
and prolonged research and testing procedures, determines 
that it has produced a new drug with distinct medical 
value, it must submit a new drug application to the Food 
and Drug Administration in Washington. The Drug Amend¬ 
ments of 1962 vastly complicated this procedure. 

A recent press photo gives an idea of the details in¬ 
volved. It shows a physician with Eli Lilly and Company 
steadying a 34 inch stack of 8,000 pages of reports that 
were necessary to meet the requirements under the new 
regulations in an application wliich the company is mak¬ 
ing for a psychiatric drug. 

Some 150 investigators studied the new Lilly drug in 
2,170 subjects. Among other things, under the new regu¬ 
lations detailed reports of each of those studios must be 
given, while before, a summary of research and develop¬ 
ment procedures was all that was required. Exactly the 
same research and testing procedures are still followed. 
'Fhe only difference is a staggering amount of additional 
paper work. 

In 1910, according to a Lilly spokesman, the size 
of a drug application averaged 6 pages. By 1950, it was 
60 pages, and by 1960, almost 600 pages. It is now clear 
he said that a 6,000-page application could be the rule 
rather than the exception. In the past few months many 
research projects have been dropped for that reason, and 
other complicating factors. 

The problem this presents is an important one. All 
reasonable and practical safeguards must bo erected to 
protect the public. At the same time, it would bo a 
tragedy of vast dimension if the procedures involved 
became so complicated by rod tape that research was 
discouraged, and medical progress, which is so largely 
dependent on new and improved drugs, was slowed. It is 
a problem which must be in the forefront of the thinking 
of the regulatory bodies.
